Colonel Carries S«ven Stiles and 


Will H»Y« 13O VotiJ In Electoral 


College—Wiison Is Assured of 


357 Electoril Volts, 269 


Be ng Necess*ry. 


The election of Gov. Wilson of 


New Jersey as president and Gov. 
Marshall of Indiana as vice-president 
by a safe majority of electoral votes, 
is made certain by returns received 
from the country at large. 
With 


Pennsylvania, Indiana. Ohio and oth- 
er large state represented by, only 
meager reports, the sucess of the 
teavily populated states was certain. 


The early returns gave to Gov. Wil- 


son the "solid South," embracing all 
democratic states south of the Po- 
tomac, *nd Connecticut, Delaware, 
.Kentucky, Maine, Maryland,.Massa- 
•chuwtts. New?Turk-and.apparently 
TVest Virginia, Udlan**nd Missouri. 


Roosevelt's victory In Illinois, con- 


ceded early by the democratic lead- 
ers, promised to carry with It a plu- 
rality greater than 100.000. Besides 
Illinois, Roosevelt has probably car- 


• ried Iowa, Kansas, California. South 


Dakota,'Michigan and possibly Pentu 
xylvania. These states would give the 
colonel 117 electoral votes. • 


Wilson will have a least 270 votes 


In the electoral college, 266 being all 
that Is required for election, 


Taft carried five stales with smalt 


electoral votes. . He will have 21 
rotes In the electoral college. 


'Besides the presidency and vice- 


presidency, democracy also retained 
the lower house of congress by an 
overwhelming macjrity.

ator W. Murray Crane, Senator Jo- 
seph M. Dlxon and Senator Cnllom 
among others.
